ROCKWELL'S SRAT 


Is Saved to Him by Honest Democratic 
Votes. 


SOCKRAN AND FELLOWS BOTH TALK, 


And Rally Up the True Friends of 
Democracy. 


CLEVELAND DEMOCRATS ARE AT WORK 


Trying to Keep a Lawfully Elected Demo- 
orat from Keeping His Seat—Talking 
About Indiana. 


Washington, April 22.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Rockwell retains his seat in the house. 

It was a close ficht and only won after 
@ battle of intense excitement. 

The straightout democrats of the house 
won the fight over a combination of 
republicans, mugwumps, third partyites, 
and rabid Cleveland democrats. 

Of the democrats who voted against Mr. 
_ Rockwell, there were but few who were 
led to do so by the actual evidence in 
the case. Mr. Rockwell had decidedly the 

better side of the case, but there was 

room for doubt, and many believed Mr. 

Noyes was elected. = 
The Action of the Cleveland Men. 

There were likewise many others who 
wanted to believe Mr. Noyes was elected, 
and forced themselves to do so as the 
Cleveland-Hill issue had been brought 
into the fight. If it was a Cleveland-Hill 
fight, Mr. Hill won a great victory; but 
it was not. Cleveland and Hill were car- 
vied into the fight by Mr. O’Ferrall, and 
nearly all the democrats who voted 
against Mr. Rockwell, happened to be 
Cleveland men, but there were a few anti- 
Cleveland men on that side, and a few 
pronounced Cleveland ‘men for Mr. Rock- 
well. Still Mr. Cleveland’s chief boomers 
attempted to make it such, and in that 
they failed. The vote declaring Mr. Rock- 
well elected stood 128 to 106. 

The Day's Rebate. 


The debate over the case today was 
exciting d lurid. The galleries were 
crowded as they have not been before 
this session. That fact was due to~the 
announcement that John R. Fellows, the 
great New York orator, was to open the 
debate. Mr. Fellows began shortly after 
opening, and for an hour and a half Kept 
the close attention of the house. He made 
® magnificent argument, filled with elo- 
quent and inspiring sentences, and he 
was repeatedly applauded. 

Mr. Fellows’s Speech. 

Mr. Fellows went on to argue that 
every one of the sixteen Doyle ballots 
east for Noyes was a poster ballot and 
unofficial; and every one of the twenty- 
eight marked ballots was an official bal- 
lot. The Doyle ballots were in violation 
of the law because they were poster 
ballots, and instead of having the names 
printed as required by law, the names 
were written in lead pencil. No evidence 
had been adduced which threw suspicion 
upon Rockwell and his friends. There 
was no stain upon his hands. Should the 
democrats, in order to show the unfair- 
ness of the last congress, turn a back- 
ward somersauit in order to show the 
country its unbending rectitude? On the 
democratic side there was a man who 
had not been accused of the expenditure 
of dollars—in whose benefit it was not 
alleged that a single fraudulent ballot 
had been cast. Against him came @ con- 
testant who was not a resident of the 
district, and who had spent money 
through his agents until the district was 
debauched. 

Mr. Cockran Concludes. 

When Colonc!] Fellows concluded he 
yielded fifteen minutes of his time which 
remained to Bourke Cockran. When he 
did so Mr. O’ Ferrall rose to reach an 
agreement. General Wheeler, of Ala- 
_ bama, jumped to hit feet and cried out 
gomething Which was not understood. 
Mr. O’Ferrall became angry at the 
remarks, and turning to General Wheeler, 
gaid, “The gentleman from Alabama is 
more annoying to the house than mosqul- 
toes in New Jersey.” 

General Wheeler quickly replied, but 
there was so much laughter that his 
remarks were not heard. 

Bourke Cockran then went on-with his 
speech in which he appealed to the jus- 
tice of the democratic party. He declared 
that Mr. Rockwell was elected, and then 
criticized Mr. O'Ferrall for getting into 
republican company. 1 ; 

Mr. Cockran’s language was scathi : iis 
oratory was impressive. He min 2 no 
words, ‘and his phillipic, addressed against 
the majority. report, was very powerful and 
was received with tumultuous applause by 
his party colleagues. 

Mr. Cockran, during the latter part of his 
remarks, had become warmed up, and the 
~ house became intensely interested. It) was 
one of those felling speeches which argused 
the enthusiasm of the house and c 
every eye to be turned upon Mr. O’Ferrall. 
: : ' @O’Ferrall’s Speech. 

When the Virginian arose to close the 
debate, there was fire in his eyes. He first 
attacked Mr. Cockran and then character- 
ized Mr. Hill as a foxy statesman and Mr. 
Cleveland as a great lion. He announced 
he was straightout for Cleveland. But 
here is what he said.

The Vote Called. 

Then Mr. O’Ferrall moved the previous 
question. It carried and the first vote was 
on the resolution decla Mr. Noyes was 
not elected. When the call commenced 
there was much excitement. Runners were 
sent out by both factions to bring in all ab- 
sentees and nearly every member in the 
city voted. The resolution carried by 140 
to 98, disposing of Mr. Noyes. On this 
vote forty democrats and the nine third 
partyites, including Colonel Winn, of Geor- 
gia, voted with the solid republican side. 

The democrats who voted-this way with 
but two exceptions, Mr. Lawson, of 
Georgia, and.Mr. Moore, of Texas, are 
Cleveland men, or so considered by their 
colleagues, and they compose nearly every 
Cleveland man in the house. 

The next vote was on the resolution de- 
claring Mr. Rockwell elected. On this the 
vote stood 128 to 106, the house thereby de- 
claring Mr. Rockwell was elected. On 
this forty-four democrats and all tlie third 
party men voted against Mr. Rockwell, 
and with the solid republican side. The 
Cleveland democrats dodged. They were 
McMillin, Paynter and Tracey of New 
York. Mr. Lockwood was absent, being 
so, it is said, to keep from voting. Of 
the Georgia delegation all. present. except 
Mr. Lawson, Mr. Winn and Mr. Watson 
voted for Rockwell. The democrats who 
voted with the republicans and against 
their democratic oolleague on this vote 
were: Andrew, Bryan, Buchanan, Bvnt- 
ing, Cable, Cadmus, Causey, Chipman, 
Coburn, Cooledge, Crawford, Crosby, 
Daniels, DeForrest, Edmunds, Forman, 
Greenleaf, Hall, Hamilton, Hoar, John- 
sen of Ohio, Jones, Kilgore, Lawson of 
Georgia, Luattle, Long of ‘Texas 
Martin, McKaig, Miller, Oates, O’Ferrall, 
Scott, Seerley, Sperry, Stevens, Stewart 
of Illinois, Stout, Warner of New York, 
Wheeler of Michigan, White, Wike, Wil- 
liams of Massachusetts, Moore and Patti- 
son of Ohio. Of these it will be noted 
that all are Cleveland men except Lawson 
of Geof.fa, Oates of Alabama, Moore. of 
Texas and Bryan of Nebraska. 

Third Party Active. 

Why the third party men voted with the 
republicans on every ballot no one can ex- 
plain, unless it be that they wanted to see 
the democrats defeated. This ballot de- 
cided, Mr. Bryan moved to recommit the 
entire matter to the committee on elections, 
with instructions to examine more closely 
into the evidence and report again. This 
was, however, defeated by a vote of 110 to 
125. Mr. McMillin and Mr. Tracey, of New 
York, joinimg tha democratic opposition 
this time, but Mr. Edmunds and Mr. Bu- 
chanan joined the straight out democrats, 
which neutralized their votes. This was 
followed by the adoption of the report of 
the minority of the election committee, de- 
claring Mr. Rockwell entitled to the seat. 

That ended the longest contested elec- 
tion case contest before the house in many 
years. It has been a hard fought battle 
and has caused many breaches to be made 
in the democratic ranks. By it Senator 
Hill has made friends, but he has also 
made some bitter enemies. Mr. Cleveland 
has also lost some friends in the house on 
account of his friends attempting to make 
it a Cleveland fight. The chances are, 
however, that the members who said bit- 
ter things to each other will cool down witb- 
in a day or two, and all differences will be 
amicably adjusted. 

The Indiana Democrats. 

The action of the Indiana democratic 
convention yesterday has provoked consid- 
erable discussion at the capital, and there 
is a wide difference of opinion as to the 
meaning of the resolutions. 

The assertion that Mr. Cleveland is made 
the first choice of the Indiana delegation is 
denied, and the anti-Cleveland men declare 
that there is nothing in the resolutions that 
can be construed into an instruction to.vote 
for Mr. Cleveland at any time. They con- 
tend that the only instruction is that they 
present the name of Mr. Gray, but that in 
doing so they shall make no fight against 
Mr. Cleveland as long as he is in the race. 
The language of the resolution of instruc- 
tion, it will be observed, is very peculiar. 
It directs, ‘‘that his (Gray’s) name be pre- 
sented to the convention by the delegation 
this day appointed,”’ as a direct instruction, 
and then qualifies it by the further in- 
struction, to .se every honorable means to 
secure his nomination if Cleveland is out 
of the race. 

What Mr. Shively Says. 

Mr. Shively, of Indiana, says that there 
is no question about the instructions being 
to vote for Mr. Gray from the first. Mr. 
Shively received the following dispatch 
from one of Mr. Gray’s lieutenants at In- 
dianapolis last night: 

“Eighteen delegates for Gray and twelve 
for Cleveland. Resolutions perfectly satis- 
factory to Governor Gray.”’ 

The Hill men say they are perfectly sat- 
isfied. Gray is devidedly friendly to Hill, 
while between him and Mr. Cleveland there 
is no love lost. 

It will be remembered that Cleveland op- 
posed Gray’s candidacy for vice president 
in 1888, in favor of Thurman.

The Union Depot Is Open to All the 
Roads, 


NONE OF THEM WILL BE SHUT: OUT. 


When the Seaboard Gets There It 
Can Go In. 


MR. COMER 18 AFTER THE DANVILLE, 


Judge Speer Gives an Order‘for the Sur- 
render of Stock and Cash to 
the Central.

The Georgia, Carolina and Northern will 
bring its first passenger train into Atlanta to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock, eastern time 
—9 o'clock Atlanta time. , 

This train will leave Elberton at 6 o’clock 
A. m., eastern time, and make the run here 
in four hours. It reaches Athens at 7:21 
o'clock a. m. Returning this train leaves 
Inman Park at 4:25 o’clock p. m. 

This train will run daily. A large crowd 
is expected in on it tomorrow. All the 
coaches are new and the cquipmonuts are 
first-class. 

In addition to this local train there will 
be a through train leaving Atlanta at 9 
o’clock in the morning for Charlotte. The 
through train will be daily except Sunday. 
The Seaboard Air-Line system has with- 
drawn from the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation but not for the purpose of forcing 
its admission into the union depot. 

Mr. C. E. Harman, general freight and 
passenger agent of the Western and At- 
lantic, has assured Traffic Manager O. V. 
Smith, of the Seaboard that the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern shall have the use of 
the union depot whenever the road gets to 
Loyd street. The Western and Atlantic 
owns the ground on which the depot stands 
and all the tracks in the depot. It also 
owns one-fourth interest in the depot build- 
ing. 

Mr. Harman said yesterday that when- 
ever the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
gets to the depot it can run in or at least 
have the use of the tracks on the south 
side of the building. There is no disposi- 
tion on the part of the Western and Atlan- 
tic, the Central, the Atlanta and West Point 
or the Georgia road to keep the Georgia, 
Carolina and Norshern out of the aepot 
building. ‘The Georgia road does not want 
to give up any part of its right of way to the 
depot. Mr. Harman says that for the gen- 
eral interest of Atlanta the Seaboard shall 
be allowed to enter the depot whenever it 
gets to Loyd street. 

It seems that when the Western and At- 
lantic let the East Tennessee into the de- 
pot it decided not to draw the line against 
any more roads. The Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the East Tennessee pay a rental for 
the use of the depot and the same’terms are 
open to the Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern) 

The Seaboard starts its through passenger 
and freight trains to Charlotte on Monday. 

The officials of the road are awaiting with 
interest the supreme court’s decision in the 
proceedings tg obtain the use of part of she 
Georgia road right of way from Inman 
Park into the city. 

An Ideal Picnio Spot. 

The East Tennessee is making a hand- 
some picnic resort at Nickajack, twelve and 
one-half miles out of the clty. 

Letters have been sent to the several Sun- 
day schools of the city inviting two teach- 
ers from each school to go out to Nickajack 
next Saturday,: May Ist, and inspect the 
grounds. A special car will carry the party 
out and back. ‘Those who have visited the 
grove and seen the spring and grounds 
pronounce it the ideal picnic spot. 


GOOD FOR BOTH LINES. 


The Central and the Memphis and Birming- 
ham Will Exchange Business. 


Assistant General Freight Agent C. W. 
Chears, of the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham road, was in the city yester- 
day. He had been to Savannah to 
talk over an interchange of business with 
Colonel Stahlman, trattic manager of the 
Central. Under the Richmond and Dan- 
ville’s management the Central did not exé 
change business at Birmingham with the 
<7 ape road but with the Georgia Pa- 
cific. 

A different order of things is to prevail 
hereafter. With the opening of the new 
bridge over the Mississippi at Memphis a 
much larger volume of traffic will pass be- 
tween the east and west over the Central 
and the Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham.

A Famous Murder Tr al Ends in a Verdict 
of Acquittal.

The principal case tried during. the session 
was that of the state against Grant Gilley, 
who was tried for the murder of Martin 
Crider, on the 1st of September, 1891.

His relatives and friends 
pushed the case with vigor and feeling and

ot one of them can point to a grain of 
evidence going to show that Mr. Cleve- 
land is more popular now than he was 
four years ago.

When, therefore, it is said that the 
effort to nominate Mr. Cleveland is an 
attempt to smash the democratic party, 
how can The Telegraph, with any sem- 
blance of fairness or logic, “infer” that 
the statement includes the widely differ- 
ent one that “Cleveland and Clevelandism 
are the greatest enemies of the demo- 
cratic party?” Mr. Cleveland, in his Chat- 
tanooga letter, expresses his misgivings as 
to the result of the blind and furious 
movement in his favor, and we think The 
Telegraph, in justice to him, should give 
him as brittle a connection with Cleve- 
landism as possible. As our contemporary 
seems to stand somewhat aloof from the 
discussion that bas been going on, it has 
no doubt been able to observe that the 
term “Clevelandism” is applied particu- 
larly to those who would as lief see the 
party defeated as Mr. Cleveland to miss 
the nomination. 

We have no need to follow The Tele 
graph through its copious and elaborate 
arguments going to show that Cleveland- 
ism and democracy are one and the same 
thing. It is an excellent piece of work, 
and we can only wonder at the patience 
and industry which have been brought to 
the doing of that which was not neces- 
sary to be done. It is not the doctrine of 
Clevelandism—barring the financial ques- 
tion—to which we object, but the suicidal 
policy of which would impose on the 
party a candidate who could not be elect- 
ed. That is the length, breadth and depth 
of the ferocity with which we are pur- 
suing the Cleveland boomers. 

The Telegraph says that, although Mr. 
Cleveland is opposed to the free coinage 
of silver, his opposition is shared by a 
large minority of the party—‘‘a minority 
which will, from a seuse of duty to the 
country, defeat the party if the majority 
forces the free coinage issue in the next 
election.” We do not know how large 
this minority is, nor does anybody else: 
its strength has never been tested. Large 
or small, it is nevertheless a minority. 
The placid statement of our contemporary 
gives the reason on which the third party 
movement is based. Those who offer ex- 
cuses for that movement say that the 
financial policy of the democratic party is 
dictated by the minority which has Wall 
street connections. That is their chief 
argument, we believe. The Telegraph 
says that this policy is likely to be Kept 
up, and the third party leaders make the 
same assertions when they assure the 
farmers and the working people that the 
democratic party can no longer be 
depended on for financial relief and 
reform. 

The Constitution has said that it prefers 
democratic success to the nomination of 
any particular man. But democratic unity 
and harmony in the south make still lar 
ger demands on our preferences and 
desires. For these we have contended 
and shall continue to contend. We are of 
the opinion that it would be infinitely bet- 
ter for the democratic party to cater to 
the demands of the farmers for the free 
coinage of silver, which is essentially dem- 
ocratic, than to accede to the demands of 
the Wall street contingent for gold mono- 
metallism, which is essentially republican 
and plutocratic. 

The Telegraph and some of the rest of 
our esteemed contemporaries will dis- 
cover after awhile that The Constitution, 
in 1892, as in 1888, has been giving, per- 
haps in a crude way, some very sound 
advice. We desire not only to avoid a 
repetition of the disaster ofml888, but to 
prevent, in 1892, the organization of a far 
more dangerous and deplorable misad- 
venture.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Professor F. C. Woodward, of the South 
Carolina college, is writing an English gram- 
mar for use in the public schools of his state.

ETCHED AND SKETCLE&D 


Mr. John R. Turner, of Virginia, in a re- 
cent address to the A. P. Hill camp of Con- 
federate Yeterans, gives an interesting ac- 
count of a battle in which General G. M. 
Sorrell figurea and Geu2ral Longstreet was 
wounded. General G. M. Sorrell, the exec- 
utive head of the Ocean Steamship Company, 
of Savannah, was oue of the most distin- 
guished members of General Longstreet’s staff 
during the war. At the battle of the Wilder- 
ness, on the 6th of May, 1864, the day when 
General Lee started to lead the Texas brigade 
into the action and was ordered to the rear 
by the men. un incident occurred which il- 
lustrates the dashing spirit of General Sor- 
rell and the chivalrous bravery of a Virginian. 
Ben May, the color bearer of the Twelfth Vir- 
givia regiment, was forcing his way through 
a thicket, which was also a swamp. It was 
at the most critical time of the action, when 
Mahone’s, Anderson’s and Wofford’s brigades 
were making a charge through the thicket 
to drive the yankees up a hill in front. Gen- 
eral Longstreet, hearing the sound of rifles, 
hurried up with reinforcements, and General 
Sorrell, of Longstreet’s staff, rode ahead and 
saw the color bearer struggling through the 
swamp. The general rode up to Ben May 
and offered to take the colors on horseback 
and lead the Virginia regiment into the ac- 
tion. Ben May indignantly declined to let 
go the flag and forced his way through the 
thicket. General Sorrell dashed ahead, waving 
his hat and shouting: “Come on, Virginians!” 

It was about this time that General Long- 
street rode up with his. staff. The Twefth 
Virginia regiment had driven the yankees 
up the hill, and was moving over the spot 
where the bluecoats were first seen. The 
men of the Forty-first Virginia saw them 
through the thicket, and taking them for the 
enemy fired a volley into their ranks, killing 
General Jenkins, wounding General Long- 
street and breaking up the charge. But for 
this unfortunate accident, which cut down 
General Longstreet, the federals would have 
been unable to make a second stand with 
success.

A BOARD'S HIGH-HANDED PROCEEDINGS 


A School Board Which Is a Law 
Unto Itself—Commissioner Brad- 
well Calla a Halt, 


An income tax on teachers whose salaries 
average $150 a term. 

The only income tax in Georgia, is im- 
posed by the Fayette county board of edu- 
cation. These enterprising gentlemen have 
gotten ahead of the Farmers’ Alliance and 
the advanced democrats by several years. 
The only troubleis that they. have imposed 
their income tax without authority of law, 
and the proceeds went to their own use in- 
stead of going into any public fund. This is 
the remarkable state of affairs disclosed by 
the state School commissioner’s correspond- 


ence. 

Not long ago Commissioner Bradwell re- 
ceived a letter from a Fayette county 
teacher, who enclosed the original of a 
contract which specified that the teacher 
was to pay $1 for the document and 50 
cents for every $50 of his salary after the 
first fifty. In other words, it was a gradu- 
ated income tax of 2 per cent on the first 
$50 and 1 per cent on all above that. 

The commissioner wrote the Fayette 
county school commissioner, Mr. W. F. 
Glower, for an account of this proceeding, 
and that official’s report confirmed the 
teacher’s statement. He simply said he 
was carrying out a resolution of the county 
board of ebucation, and got none of the 
money himself, but thought that as the 
law provided no compensation for the board 
and the teachers did not object, it was fair 
to levy a tax on them. 

Commissioner Bradwell says no teacher 
shall pay a cent out of his meager salary 
for the privilege of teaching. The forty 
teachers of Fayette county only get a little 
over six thousand dollars, or an average of 
$150 for the five or six months’ work. 
of this they had to pay on an average $2 
each for the use of the board of education. 

The commissioner orders this stopped, 
and intimates his purposes to bring the 
matter before the grand jury of Fayette 
county. He writes the teachers, that as to 
past exactions they will have to find their 
remedy in a civil action against the board 
of education, as the amount did not go into 
the school fund. In the future the commis- 
sioner will protect them. 

The Commissioner's Ruling. 

Commissioner Bradwell writes the school 
commissioner as follows in his official rul- 


moe appears from the official statement 
of the county school commissioner that the 
board adonted a resolution instructing the 
county sch commissioner to collect from 
each teacher for the year 1890 $1 for con- 
tract ‘for use of the board,’ and to insert 
the same in the contracts. In January, 
1891, this resolution was amended so as 
to read: ‘One dollar for each contract up 
to the first $50 that each teacher drew 
from the state and county, and 50 cents 
for each $50 or fractional part thereof 
after the first $50, for the use of the 
board.’ The county school commissioner 
was ordered to insert this in the contracts, 
and a duly signed contract for 1891, with 
this resolution therein inserted, is before 


me. 

“The law distinctly states: “The mem- 
bers of the board shall be exempt from 
road, jury and militia duty, and_shall re- 
eeive no other compensation.’ The exac- 
tion of any fee or compensation whatse- 
ever, or receiving it with the consent of 
every teacher in the county, was unjust, 
irregular and «contrary to law. The in- 
sertion of this requirement in the contract 
and the voluntary signature of the teachers 
make no difference as to the illegality of 
the resolution, and the voluntary compli- 
ance with it on the part of the teachers 
does not deprive it of its irregularity. 
While it may be true that members of the 
board ought to, be paid a money compensa- 
tion for their services, it cannot be done 
until the law gives the authority for it. 

“T therefore instruct the board of Fay- 
ette county to rescind the resolution re- 
quiring any fee or compensation for the 
use of the board from any teacher in said 
county.. No teacher in the puhlic schools 
of Georgia is required to pay a cent for 
the privilege of teaching. 

“TIT am forced to add that it will be my 
duty to lay this matter before the grand 
jury of Fayette county at the next term 
of the court.” 

This case, like many others which have 
gone before the state school commissioner, 
shows the weak poins in the school law, 
and it is very probable that the commission- 
er will, in his next annual report, recom- 
mend a change of: the law to strengthen 
this weak point. The trouble is that the 
county boards of education, though charged 
with an exceedingly important duty, have 
no compensation. It is not surprising that 
men who are not shining lights in the edu- 
cational field are often put into this labori- 
ous, but unremunerative, office. They dis- 
Lurse annually about a million and a quar- 
ter, including poll tax, or nearly half the 
revenue of the state, and are charged with 
the administration of an office beset with 
difficult problems and requiring the very 
best executive ability, yet they get nothing 
but exemption from and jury duty. 
The result is that now and then some of 
tuem try to compensate themselves by such 
means as the Fayette county board has em- 
ployed.

Camp Northen, as every one in the south 
now knows, is situated at Griffin, Ga., which 
has become famous fo: its healthy climate, 
its attractive surroundings, its fruits and 
flowers which has attained for this section 
the title of ‘““The Garden Spot,’ and it is 
not wholly undeserved, for with an eleva- 
tion of 1,152 feet above the sea level and its 
undulating lands, it has become popular by

reason of its natural attractions and gained 
probably more notoriety by having secured 
the permanent state military encampment 
over its powerful rivals than by any other 
achievement. It was a hard struggle to 
compete with the powerful capital and ad- 
vantages that were brought to bear on the 
town, but she won and liberal competitors 
warmly congratulate the “Plucky City.”

The Artistic Features.

And Yells at the Top of His Voice Con- 
tanually—Carried Before the Or 
dinary for Examination, 


Tx the iron cage, in which Steve Ryan 


‘spent the first night of his imprisonment in 


the county jail, a man spent yesterday af- 
ternoon and last night raving and tearing 
his hair in a frenzy of madness. 

As he tore at the bars, stamped on the 
floor and screamed in a powerful voice, he 
seemed possessed of superhuman strength. 

The man is well known in Atlanta, hav- 
me for years been a practicing physician 
ere, 

His name is Dr. J. F. Hammond, and at 
the mention of it many will recall having 
seen his face on the streets. 

Dr. Hammond has been in Atlanta for 
several years, coming here originally from 
South Carolina. He is quite a scholarly 
a speaking several languages flu- 
ently. 

He is a hard student of the Bible and his 
imsanity is of a religious turn. He has 
drank a great deal, which has completely 
unbalanced his mind. 

A few days ago he became violent, but 
his family managed to keep him quiet and 
te prevent him from doing any harm. They 
were all the time in fear that he would 
grow desperate and hurt some one, 

Night before last he grew noticeably 
worse. His insanity became more pro- 
nounced and he continually threatened to 
do violence to those about him. He was 
extremely noisy, raving all the while. 

Yesterday morning application was made 
by his family to Ordinary Calhoun to com- 
mit the unfortunate man to the asylum. 
They stated that he was dangerous and 
should be confined. 

A deputy sheriff was sent out to Dr. 
Hammond's home and after much trouble 
succeeded in carrying him to the court 
house. 

A glance at the man was sufficient to 
show that he was insane, and Ordinary Cal- 
houn committed the physician to jail. 

At the jail Dr. Hammond’s violence in- 
creased and it took two or three men to 
manage him. So unmanageable was he 
that it was thought best to put him in the 
iron-bound cage, up stairs, in which Steve 
Ryan was once confined. 

Once inside the jail, the crazy man 
stormed and yelled in the most deafening 
manner. 

He was under the impression that his im- 
prionment had been effected by the Catholic 
chureh because his people were Baptists and 
Methodists. 

He filled the entire jail with the most 
blasphemous curses, cursing God and all 
religious denominations. 

“at 4 was a God,” he screamed, “I would 
I wouldn’t have made such a 
miserable, sorry world as this. 1 wouldn’t 
have made a world full of hospitals and 
graveyards, and jails, with a few little 
churches in it.” 

Then he would launch off into a long 
tirade of abuse against all the Christian 
worthies, showing great familiarity with the 
early history of Christianity. 

is loud cries attracted a great crowd, 
who watched the frenzied man curiously. 

Among the spectators was Steve Kyan, 
and as the mad doctor would pound the floor 
with almost superhuman strength, Ryan 
tried to pacify him. 

“Doctor,” said he, “don’t kick that way. 
We are going to have a germay down here 
tonight and that kicking will make your 
feet so sore you can’t dance.” 

Heedless of Ryan, heedless of all things, 
the madman continued.

Companies. 
FOR THE INTEREST OF THE GROWERS 


The Railroad People Think That It Would 
Be Best to Discourage the Indiscrim- 
inate Shipment of Melons. 


Macon, Ga. April 22.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution has already published a peti- 
tion of the peach, grape and melon grow- 
ers of Georgia, which was addressed to 
Commissioner Stahlman, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, in ref- 
erence to rates. ‘The following replies have 
been received, which are interesting: 

New York, April 18, 1892.—T. O. Skellie, 
Macon, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your commanication 
of the 5th instant, enclosing a published copy 
of the ach and grape growers’ petition, 
cume auly to hand. 

The subject was carefully considered at 
the recent session of the rate committee, and 
the committee concluded that for the pres- 
ent no change in the rates should be made; 
due largely to the depressed financial condi- 
tion of a large number of roads which are 
members of the association. 

‘The rarge of transportation rates fn the 
south is so low that it is difficult to determine 
what would be the result in the event of an 
further deduction, and the committee, whic 
is much impressed with the idea that your 
industry should be encouraged as far as possi- 
ble, wowd have taken steps to meet your 
views but for the unfavorable finarcial con- 
ditions which surround many of the railroads 
represented on committee. Yours truly,

The Reasons Advanced. 

In another letter Commissioner Stahlman 
sets forth the following reasons for the ac- 
tion of the association: 

New York, April 18.—W. R. Roddenberry, 
Secretary Melon Committee, Cairo, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: In further response to your letter of 
the 29th ultimo, enclosing a petition from 
melon growers and shippers, beg to say 
that the petition was mimeographed and a 
copy sent to each member of the rate commit- 
tee so that each one, prior to the meeting, 
had an opportunity of thoroughly looking 
into the merits of the question. 

When the matter came up for consideration 
at the session of the committee, there. were 
a number of motions made pro and con and 
arguments for and against reduction, until 
it was finally agreed that no change in the 
rates be made. 

This conclusion was largely due to the fact, 

1. That the rates, in the opinion of a ma- 
am! of the committee, are sufficiently low. 

2. That the existing financial condition of 
the railroad interests of the south does not 
warraut a reduction of rates. 

8. That the indiscriminate shipment of mcl- 
ons to the different markets without regard 
to quality or quantity, which glut and depress 
prices at such markets, inflicts greater injury 
upon the melon growers than any concession 
in transportation rates (even if the railroads 
could afford to make them), would overcome; 
and that, therefore, the melon growers ought 
for their own protection to take steps to rég- 
ulate and limit the losses arising from that 
source. 

Your committee will pardon the reference 
and suggestion in respect to the last named 
subject. It is not referred to for the pur- 
pose of dictating to the members of your 
association what you ought or ought not to 
do, but merely as an expression of opinion 
evolved in the discussion of the subject of 
transportation rates at the recent session of 
the rate committee.

A Grand Movememt Afoot for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 


HON. P, W. MELDRIM TALKS ABOUT IT. 


Savannah Has a Flourishing University 
Club—Atlanta College Men to Meet 
onthe First of May. 


It is a cold, raw day in midsummer when 
Hon. Peter W. Meldrim, of Savannah, is 
not ready to do some good work for the 
University of Georgia and for higher edu- 
cation generally. 

He is now at work on a most happy and 
a most commendable movement, that of 
organizing the university men of the state. 

It is no small idea that Mr. Meldrim has 
conceived, and when it has reached that 
maturity that it deserves and that it sure- 
ly will attain if so energetic 9 man as Mr. 
Meldrim continues at the head of it, there 
is certain to be great results. 

Briefly stated, here is Mr. 
plan. 

lirst, to have organized in every city 
and town in Georgia a university club. 

Second, to have a central committee ap- 
pointed as a kind of executive committee 
representing all of the clubs thus to form a 
state organization. 

Third, to require that these clubs hold 
meetings quarterly during the year. 

The great purpose of this organization 
of university men is to promote the interest 
of the cherished University of Georgia, 
and to advance good fellowship among the 
men who received their education within 
her halls. in short, it is desired to have 
the general state organization based on 
just such a plan as that upon which the 
Savannah University Club has been so 
happily and so successfully founded. 

Mr. Meldrim ‘aalis. 

“I don’t know, but it does seem to me, 
that the university men of Georgia can see 
at a glance the usefulness of twese clubs 
and will organize themselves in every city 
and town where seven or eight, or more old 
university men reside.”’ 

Such was the reply of Mr. Meldrim when 
asked by ‘The Constitution as to the feasi- 
bility of the scheme. 

“You see the good of it in the great work 
of our Savannah University Ciub. Here 
we have quite a number of university men 
on our roli of membership, men who have 
attended the State university, though not 
necessarily graduates. 

“They all manifest unceasing interest in 
the club, and we have a meeting four times 
a year at which we have a bowl of light 
punch and a sandwich as refreshments, 
and have a programme consisting of the 
reading of several papers and some good 
old soul-stirring college songs. We have 
these programmes arranged not only with 
a view to entertainment, but likewise also 
for instruction; for profit.” . 

“And you would like to see the other 
towns join on such a plan of university or- 
ganization, eh?’ 

“Exactly. Now, w can’t Augusta, 
Atlanta, Macon, Columbus, Rome, Ameri- 
cus, Albany, Brunswick, Valdosta, Gaines- 
vill@, and dozens of other Georgia towns 


Meldrim’s 


Ao just like Savannah? Why can’t every 


town where seven college men can be found 
hit upon just this idea? By so doing we 
ean all work together for the good of the 
college. We can keep up a local interest 
in her welfare in every city, and can get 
more young men to go there for their edu- 
cation by showing our appreciation of the 
great benefits that have come to us from a 
course of study there. Oh, well, what’s 
the use of trying to estimate further the 
amount of good to come of this state or- 
ganization of university men? It is too 
plain that it will prove a great era in the 
history of the university when we do suc- 
ceed in getting these clubs organized over 
the state. : 

“The all important question now is which 
town will act first, and which will follow 
in the movement?” 

Atlanta Comes First. 

Atlanta has for several years had a uni- 
versity club, but there has not been a meet- 
ing for a long time. There has never been 
but one meeting of the club, perhaps. — 

But the college men of this city are going 
to “get together” again. 

There will be a meeting of the old uni- 
versity club soon, at which the members 
will enter upon the purpose of such an or- 
ganization as Mr. Meldrim suggests, with 
a newness of interest and a heartier zest. 

Judge Howard Van Epps, who is presi- 
dent of the Atlanta University Club, will 
call a meeting within a few days, and it 1s 
the general desire of every man in the city 
who has ever attended the state university 
to see the club the brilliant success that it 

ught to be. : 
"There are several hundred university 
men in Atlanta who will be only too 
pleased to join the club and help carry it 
forward. Atlanta college men are unwill- 
ing to see Savannah show a more social 
spirit than they, and there is no reason in 
the world why a club of this kind here 
shouldn’t be a far greater success in At- 
lanta than in Savannah, since there are so 
many more college men here than there. 

When the meeting is called by Judge 
Van Epps due notice will be given, and it 
goes without saying that a large crowd of 
old university students will gather in the 
name of their cherished old alma mater.

THE STORY OF THE LATE EXPLOSION 


Shows It to Have Been the Outcome of a 
Feud Between Orderand Disor- 
der—The Particulars, 


Carroliton, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)—The 
people of Buchanan, Haralson county, are 
terror-stricken, or atleast, a number of them 
are that way. If Cole Younger, Jesse or 
Frank James or Kube Burrows were turned 
loose in the town or county there wonld not be 
much more excitement. 

Looking Into the Story. 

Your correspondent talked with twelve 
men who said they were actually afraid to go 
out in the woods alone in the day or stay out 
at night for fear of being: shot or otherwise 
roughly dealt with. The Constitution has 
announced the explosion of dynamite under 
the Loveless hotel, and it is thatlast act of 
outlawry that has terror-stricken. the good 
people of Haralson, and more especially those 
of Buchanan. 

Warrants Sworn Out. 

Warrants have been sworn out by Colonel 
Thomas J. Loveless, one of the proprietors of 
the Loveless hotel forthe arrest of Asbery and 
George Gentry, sous of Hon. G. W. Gentry, of 
near Buchanan, as perpetrators of the crime. 
It is understood that the Gentrys had a party 


to buy some dynamite at Tallapoosa the even- 


ing before the explosion that night and this 
coupled with other things caused the war- 
rants to be sworn out. ‘Fhe Gentrys have not 
been arrested yet, but a number of men have 
been hunting them. A nnmber of people be- 
lieve the Gentrys clear of all these crimes, 
While there area host of others who declare 
them the guilty parties, and some go so far as 
to say that Haralson county may havea real 
lynching if they are apprehended. 
As to Detective Tripp. 

Itseems thatthe effort is to get rid ofa 
detective named Tripp, who has been stopping 
at Buchanan for some months working up 
some crimes that have been committed there. 
First, three horses were stolen from Smith’s 
stable and kept for some time, but. owing to 
Tripp’s watch they could not get out of the 
county, and they were turned loose. The 
next night, or about that time, five stores 
were burned in the town, said to be of incen- 
diary origin. Carrollton was not free from 
some of these crimes, so the next night after 
Buchanan’s blaze, Carrollton had an incen- 
diary fire, and J. A. Rhudy had a fine horse 
stolén. Jim Hewitt, Carroll’s vigilant sheriff, 
caught George Gentry at Jasper, Ala., with 
Rbhudy’s horse, a few months later. 


Putting in Good Work. 


In the meantime Tripp was putting in his 
work at Buchanan, assisted by Johnson L. 
Head, ason of the Hon. W. J. Head. Head 
and Tripp were shot at several times, and 
Asbery Gentry was bound over to- the supe- 
rior court, charged with trying to assassinate 
Head and Tripp. Next, the old foot peddler 
Richard Byrne was killed and robbed, and 
Detective Tripp had Asbery Gentry arrested 
for this crime. Ona preliminary trial Gentry 
was turned loose, but considerable indigna- 
tion existed at theaction of the justice trying 
the case. Tho next we hear of is an explosion 
that shook Buchanan from center to circum- 
ference. 

Where will it stop is a question that is being 
asked by many Haralson county people.
